In the years 1918-'19-’20, according 


to the report, alcohol played a part i! 


80 deaths per 100,000 population. In 
the years 1921-'22-'23 it played a part 
in 247 per 100,000. “I believe the in- 
crease to be due to the gradual dis- 
semination of the knowledge of liquor 
making,” said Dr. McNally. 
Moonshine Complex. 

‘Associated with the increase in the 
consumption of Illicit liquor, according 
to the chemist, a new alcoholic psycho 
sis has appeared in the place of the 
old familiar delirium tremens. 

“The ‘D. T.’s’ have disappeured 
from the county hoagpital,” he asserted. 
The new ill is marked by the state in 
which the drinker becomes fighting 
mad, following which he, or she suf- 
fers vivid hallucinations, entirely dif- 
ferent from those of delirium tremens. 

Dr. McNally attributes alcoholic 
psychosis to the use of overfermented 
liquot with an increae of acetaldehyd 
or fusel oil.

FINDS LOST MEN, 
UNKNOWN IWN TRIBES 


tints tal Home from 
20,000 Miles in Arctic.

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Dec. 2.— 
Knud Rasmussen, the Danish explorer, 
returned here today from his fifth ex- 
pedition to Arctic regions during which 
he set a new record on the frosen 
northern track by traveling 20,000 
miles in a sledge from Greenland to 
Eiberia. 

The explorer visited Eskimos tn hith. | 
erto unknown regions. From Green- 
land the expedition reached King Wil- 
Uam’s and eastern Victoria land. There 
he found the skeletons from the Frank- 
lin expedition whose members were lost 
some fifty years ago. Mr. Rasmussen 
buried the skeletons after having iden- 
tified them by the remains of their 
clothing and their shoes. 

Rasmussen maintains that the mem- 
bers of the Franklin expedition could 
have saved themselves, had _ they 
stopped with Eskimos for some time 
and then had the northerners lead 
them to safety. 

The Eskimos living in King Wil- 
lilam's land are called Netsilis. They 
depend for their food on bows and ar- 
rows as their ancestors did hundreds 
of years ago. This tribe kills new born 
girls to save the expense of rearing 
them to a working age. When the 
tribes need women they take them 
from neighboring tribes. These tribes- 
men were hostile to white men at 
first, but soon became friendly so the 
expedition remained wtih them for a 
summer collecting ethnographic and 
geographic material. 

From there Mr. Rasmussen with a 
Tfhotographer and two Eskimos went 
west to north Alaska where he found 
the Eskimos ruled by the United States 
better off than any others.

TAX PUBLICITY—PRO AND 
CON. 


'. Three bills have been introduced tn congress to 
repeal the publicity provisions of the tax law. 
They came right off the top at the first session, 
which probably indicates a state of feeling in the 
matter. The first publicity of incomes has just 
been had. 

Our guess would be that the repealers will fail. 
Congreasmen in general probably will reason that 
it is no bark off thetr political trees if the idle 
and otherwise rich are paraded ether in their 
ermine or their rags and that most of the people 
like to see the parade. Maybe the people who are 
in the high brackets do not like it. Maybe the 
people who ought to be in the high brackets, and 
are not, detest it. The congressman will say that 
it’s all for the good of the republic. 

The managing editors of newspapers wil be all 
against the repeal. Congress handed them a fine 
lot of stories on a silver platter. The department 
of justice is bringing several of them to trial in 
several cities becnausé they did pubiish the 
disclosed by a publicity law. They will be for the 
repeal of the provision which brings them to trial, 
but not for the repeal of the provisions which 
give them the dirt tn the fife of Mr. Bonds. It 
isn’t human nature for them to be against that. 

This is one of our odé little laws. The only 
publicity which as publicity is worth anything 
as a corrective is publicity tn the newspapers. 
The government can find out anything it wants | 
to regarding a citizen's tncome and his manner of 
getting it. If rublicity is to be a moral pillory 
for the miscreant or harp and wings for the good 
it ‘must be newspaper publicity An‘ that is what 
congress is said by the department of justice not 
to have wanted or permitted. Whatever opinions 
we may have regarding the whole principle and 
application of publicity, we'll concede that this anti- 
newspaper publicity provision is an odd one. It is 
a case of “ Mother, may I go cut to swim?” But 
don’t go near the water. 

We suspect that congress will not repeal the 
law because the citizens in the wide open spaces 


‘ Vike it. The tendency of this democracy is to make 


the spaces wider and more open all the time. The 
principle involved in that does not appeal to us. It 
is the goldfish idea of society, with everybody's 
wash out on the line, everybody’s grocery Dill 
under inspection, bathrooms with glass walls, and 
a citizenship ticketed, indexed, inspected, regulated, 
apanked, dosed, and put to bed after its prayers 
have been heard by the proper bureaucrat. 

Tt may be a case of no evil without some good 
or no good without some evi: We think that the 
American people too readily ignore the i]] which 
may be in a law in the advocacy of the good which 
may be in tt. TheyTl take a short cut regardless 
of a field with crops. 

We realize that in the manfpulation of taxes 
there is great power, federal and local, and may 


‘be great abuse, privilege, and injustice. If the 


relations of taxpayer and government are secret 
they may be productive of ffs. With publicity 
the citizetighip at least knows what Mr. Bonds’ 
relations as a taxpayer to his government are. 

Tt is also supposed that Croesus will not like 
the appearance of a $14.38 tax in the lists, and 
that, having observed his comparative penury for 
tax purposes, he will dig up a little more revenue 
the following year just to make a better showing.

NEW SHIPS FOR OLD. 


It is reported from Washington that appropria- 
tions and not the navy treaty stand in the way 
of the raising of guns to increase the range of 
thirteen of the eighteen American capita] ships.

The appropriation for tncreas- 
ing the range would be the most economical er- 
penditure which could be made for naval] purposes. 
It would make modern ships of old ones. It would 
replace in effect the great ships which have been 
destroyed under the treaty. 

If the United States actually had signed away 
the right to do this {t would mean that America 
had accepted inferiority instead of maintaining 
parity. Everybody in Washington must know that

I wish some of them had suf- 
fered as I have during the last ten 
years. Of course, the sufferer is “in a 
frenzy,” as the medico says, but advice to 
train oneself in equanimity. while suf- 
fering from torments that Dante couldn’t 
conceive is laughable. .When you lie 
awake half the night and pray half the 
night and curse the other half in your 
terror and fright, and then have a doc- 
tor tell you to calm yourself and just 
be sensible, and all will be al] right, it 
just makes you madder and madder. 

In my desperation several years ago I 
put an “ad” in the paper offering $500 
reward for any one who could tell me of 
a cure, and, while I received mahy inter- 
esting formulas for sleep, none that I 
tried helped me; but I think there were 
two suggestions that would have helped 
me if it had been possible to have tried 
tiem.

FOOD POISONING. 


L. writes: Will you kindly write an 
article on ptomaine poisoning? We lost 
a member of our family by it and would 
like to be prepared in case of having 
to give first aid again while waiting for 
a doctor. 

What are the first symptoms? 

Would an ice bag be good on the 
stomach after vomiting when stomach 
seems burning hot? 

We dread this sort of poisoning after 
having seen one case. Would like some 
first aid helps, 


REPLY. 


The word “ ptomaine”™ is no longer used. 
The word does not fit the conditions found 
by chemists and bactericlogists. Instead, two 
terms are in use. Botulinism is applied to 
those cases where poisonous substances se- 
creted by the bacillus botulinus are in the 
food. 

Food poleon ts the term used when the 
Poisoning is due to poisons manufactured in 
the food by bacillus paratyphosus or some 
other member of the salmonella group of 
bacteria. If the disease is due to infection 
with some food borne bacillus it is called 
an infection. Example—typhoid fever. 

What can be done in the way of first aid 
depends on what kind of poisoning you have 
to deal with. In botulinus poisoning, as a 
rule, first aid is without valee. The first 
symptoms rarely appear lese than twelve 
hours after the meal and twenty-four to 
forty-cight bours are a more frequent in- 
terval. The first symptoms are double vision, 
dizziness, great weakness. Obviously, when 
symptoms appear, emetics are useless. Ene- 
mas should be used immediately. 

Also, moderate uses of quick acting saline 
purges, but in using purges it must be re- 
membered that death in botulinus poisoning 
is due to exhaustion. In @ case of salmon- 
ella poisoning, or ordinary food poisoning, 
nausea is frequently the first symptom. I‘ 
may come immediately after the taking of 
food. In any event symptoms develop within 
six hours. First aid treatment consists in 
quick “ puking and purging.” The quicker | 
the better. The bowels must be cleaned until 
the poisoning food passes. This may re- 
quire hours. 

No relief would follow a cold bag on the 
abdomen. Using it might do harm. If the 
stomach burns I presume that means that 
something is there which shonld be “ puked.”’ 
Heat should be applied. 

Whether it be food poisoning or botulinus, 
get a doctor quickly and put mighty little 
faith in first aid.

Upon my 
return I find that the warehouse has lost 
one barrel of china, which I had especial- 
ly labeled “ fine china.” Their promises 
are many, but they have done nothing. 
I paid the bill under protest. I[s there 
a special board which would help me 
out of this difficulty? The china cannot 
be replaced, as thero were a number of 
antiques In the lot. ma. d &. 
There is no board dealing in general with 
cases stich as yours. If you wish to bring 
the matter to a legal issue you should employ 
an attorney. If you can prove that the ware- 
house undertook to be bound by his estimate 
euch undertaking would control his charges.

With this question settled rapid 
progress in the completion of the pre- 
‘fminary work which must be com. 
pleted before congress can authorize 
the construction of the seaway is ex- 
pected by Secretarw of Comme:ce 
Hoover, who also is chairman of the 
United States-St. Lawrence commis- 
eion.. 

The water level of the great lakes 
is now from eighteen inches to two 
feet lower than it has been for several 
months, with the result that traffic 
has been hampered, especially in: har- 
bors and at the Soo canal. Secretary 
Hoover, in commenting on this today, 
said that any one of three factors 
might be contributing causes. These 
were the cHmatic cycle, drainage by 
the St. Lawrence, or drainage by the 
Chicago drainage district. 

It was pointed out, however, by one 
of the engineers that while the Chi. 
cago drainage canal diverts a large 
amount of water, its daily usage is not 
more than one-twentieth of what is 
lost through the St. Lawrence river 
every twenty-four hours.

Judicial approval of the Calumet 
harbor project was given yesterday 
by Circult Judge Hugo M. Friend by 
a decision removing legal obstacies 
which for years have delayed the great 
city improvement. 

With the way now entirely clear the 
city is expected to-proceed rapidly in 
dredging Lake Calumet, building huge 
concrete slips, and completing the task 
of providing the great industrial dis- 
trict with a harbor to accommodate 
the largest vessels on the great lakes. 

Decrees were signed by Judge Friend 
by which the court’s sanction was 
given to agreements between the city 
and property owners along the banks 
of Lake Calumet. The judge held, as 
was required by the deed transferring

America Seeks Payment. 
of Rhine Army Bill. 


PARIS, Dec. 2.—[{By the Associated 
Press.J—Italy today formally recog: 
nized the American position respecting 
the United States war claims under the 


Dawes plan. It will support this po- 
sition at the meeting of the allied 
finance ministers which will be held in 
Paris in January for the purpose of 
distributing the proceeds of the re- 
ceipts from Germany. 

France, Belgium and Italy are now 
committed to the support of the view- 
point of James A. Logan Jr., American 
observer with the reparations commis- 
sion. England alone has not yet 
reached a decision as to what her atti- 
tude will be. 

The American position is that not 
only the costs of occupation should be 
paid the United States under the 
Dawes plan, but also the war damage 
claims of American citizens against 
Germany which are now being adjudi- 
cated by a mixed commission. The 
total of the claims of the United 
States has not yet teen ‘definitely 
fixed, but it probably will be between 
$600,000,000 and $550.000,000. 

Take New Tack on Debt. 


Ambassador Jusserand in his con- 


versations with Secretary of the Treas- 


ury Mellon at Washi:.gton concerning 
the French debts to the United States 
is not making any definite proposals, 
it was announced today. 

In the final settlement of the debt 
question, it is said by close collabora- 
tors with the government, Premier 
Herriot will not raise the question of 
Germany’s payments or make the 
French offer of a settlement depend 
upon amounts received under the 
Dawes plan. He will, however, it is 
understood, ask the United States to 
take into account the possibilities and 
limitations of the French capacity to 


pay. 

Greece Objects to Turk Debt. 

GENEVA, Dec. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Dissatisfied over the 
portion of the Ottoman pre-war debt 
allocated to her under the provisions 
of the Lausanne treaty, Greece has ap- 
pealed to the league of nations for 
arbitration. The pre-war debt of the
